Corps is Established 


SIX: WOMEN QUALIFY 
TO HANDLE SPECIAL 
WORK HERE 


Marking the achievement of an 
important goal in the history of 
the Upland chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross was the formal 
establishment today of a Red 
Cross Home Service corps. 

Certificates and badges were 
awarded to six women this morn- 
ing to give to Upland the second 
Red Cross home service corps in 
the county. Those qualifying for 
membership in thé corps were 
Mrs, Will R. Mason, Mrs. Norman 
Lawson, Mrs. Warren H. Wass, 
Mrs. E. Birch Harrison, Mrs. 
Dudley Phfilips and Mrs. William 
Kistinger, The a'wards were mace 
by Mrs, Paul Adams, president of 
the Upland chapter at the Red 
Cross headquarters. 

Mrs. Mason is chairman of the 
home service department, which is 
entrusted with the responsibility 
of handling many “home” services 
for members of the armed services 
and their families. 

To meet the increased demands 
on this department and to better 
serve the people concerned, the 
home service corps was establish- 
ed. 

An intensive training course, 
requiring 30 hours of school at- 
tendance, was passed by the wo- 
men. ‘In addition the women, in 
accordance with the requirements, 
made field trips to the San Ber- 
nardino county hospital social ser- 
vice department, the county wel- 
fare department and to the Pomo- 
na motor base. In addition the 
candidates for the home service 
spent 18 hours in actual “field 
work’’—helping to handle the 
many calls that are received. On 
completion of these requirements, 
they became eligible to join the 
corps. 

Awarding of the certificates and 
badges this morning was symbolic 
of the women’s graduation -from 
the training course and the fer- 
mation of the highly important 
home service corps. Calls have 
greatly increased and the quali- 
fied ‘women will nes nandle 
promptly and efficiently the 
cases as they are received. 
One of the corps members will ho 
on duty at the local office every 
morning and Miss Eunice Mitchel?, 
chapter secretary. will assist dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Miss Marcia McFarland, Red 
Cross official, conducted the 30- 
hour course of study. The field 
trips to the Pomona’ base were un. 
der the direction of Robert Rooia- 
son and Mr, Abbott. 

The area served by the Upland 
chapter and the corps covers 125 
square miles, extending from the 
county line on the west to include 
Etiwanda and from Sixth street 
on the south to the mountains. An 
average of 40 cases is pending 
daily. As some are completed, 
others are opened. 

The cases cover every type of 
problem that is faced by indtvi- 
duals, left at home, and by ser- 
vicemen in camps. .

POSTOFFICE LOOKS 
T0 $00,000 YEAR 


_ That Upland postoffice receipts 
this year will reach $50,000 for the 
first time in the city’s history was 
indicated today with tabulation »f 
figures for the first nine months 
of 1944. 

Receipts for the first nine 
months totaled $35,477.68, Post- 
master O. P. Brady announced, 
and the $50,000 mark will be ex- 
ceeded if stamp sales for the next 
three months keep pace with last 
year’s totals. 

However, postal receipts this 
year have been far in .excess of 
those a year ago. Last month’s 
business amounted to $3914.18 as 
‘compared to $3241.68 in Septem- 
ber, 1943. For the quarter ending 
September 30, the total tiis year 
was $11,171.37 but only $9352.67 
last year. And the nin> :onths 
tabulation is more than $7000 over 
the corresponding period last 








year, $28,366.33. 


Mr. Brady pointed out that the 
figures are for stamp sales only 
and do not include postal savings, 
money orders or United States 
war bond sales.

POSTWAR BUSINESS 
DSTRICT OUTLINED 


Retention of Upland’s business 
district in its present location with 
provisions for automobile parking 
and uniformity of building appear- 
ance in an attractive atmosphere 
was recommended by the business 
district and civic center committee 
of the Upland Planning commis- 
sion at the commission’s m 
last Friday. 

The report, read by Richard A. 
Ibanez, committee ‘chairman, rec- 
ommended two-front stores with 
one front facing parkways on Sec- 
ond avenue or Ninth street and 
the second front facing ‘quarter- 
block municipal parkinz areas, 

In planning Upland’s post war 
business district, the report stated, 
two things are apparent: that the 
present business ceffter 1s favorab- 
ly situated, and that the ‘majority 
of the buildings have lived their 
full lives and will have to be recon- 
structed or remodeled. 

The plan outlined would close 
Ninth street between First and 
Third avenues and ‘close Second 
avenue between A and C streets 
and those street segments would 
be planted to grass and shrubbery 
to create a four-block cross-shaped 
parkway. 

The four quarter-block parking 
lots would be accessible to all store 
buildings facing Second avenue 
and Ninth street in that business

FIRE DEPARTMENT 
TO SHOW EQUIPMENT 


Upland Fire department is in- 
viting residents to inspect its new 
equipment during Fire Prevention 
Week October 8 to 14 while junior 
high and elementary school stu- 
dents will participate in fire drills, 
it was announced today. 

Portable lights, fire, fog and sal- 
vaze covers are all standard equip- 
ment at the Upland fire station 
now, Fire Chief Howard Paulin 
reports, and their uses will be ex- 
‘plained to visitors. 

Harold Cook, Upland school 
superintendent, ‘said the»four 
schools are preparing to hold drills 
next week. Use of equipment, 
how to handle crowds. how to put 
out fires and how to avoid panic 
were explained by Chief Paulin to 
junior high school teachers yester- 
day and will be outlined to teach- 
ers of the three elementary schools 
Thursday, Mr. Cook said. 

On a basis of 7,000 population, 
Upland’s fire loss for the ‘fiscal 
year ending June 30 was only $1.34 
per capita, a big reduction from 
the $1.72 loss per capita the pre- 
ceeding year. Valuation of pro- 
perty actually involved in fires 
that could have been lost was 
$117,169, but the actual loss suf- 
fered was only $9,369.53. Of that, 
$7,281 was covered by insurance, 

The Upland fire fighters use two 
5000-watt portable gasoline lights, 
one of which will illuminate an en- 
tire outside wall, protecting fire- 
men and reducing breakage, The 
salvage covers can be spread in a 
home, protecting furniture from 
water damage. The fire fog, des- 
cribed in this week’s Readers’ Di- 
gest, enables firemen to achieve 
the same effect by spraying 500 
gallons of water that requires 5000 
gallons in solid stream.

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First Bombing Mission Always Worst, 
Uplander Home on Furlough Declares) 


The first bombing mission over 
Axis Europe is always the worst; 
the apprehension of what may 
happen is,more fearful than the 
actual run, according to Staff 
Sergeant John W. Bovee, son of 
Mrs. Florence Bovee, 551% North 
Third avenue. 

Sgt. Bovee knows. He flew 29 
missions as a ‘waist gunner in a 
B-17. .Yesterday afternoon he 
arrived home in Upland on a 21- 
day furlough. 

“The newcomer,” he said, “sits 
in the barracks, listening to the 
men talking about the flak. You 
don’t know what’s going to hap- 
pen or what to expect, and you 
make the first bombing mission 
with all kinds of fears. Then, 
when you get back to the base, you 
‘feel relieved if nothing much 
happentd.” 

“But,” he continued, “if the as- 
signment is a target you have 
been over before and the going has 


been rough, you get that same 


' 
apprehensive fecling again.” 


Sgt. Bovee said the American 
air force men usually have to wait 
three weeks to get transportation 
after they are notified of furloughs 
home, but he got his notice one 
day last week and was on the 
plane next day, but did not know 
how it happened. He ‘was sent to 
the airpoprt and a few hours later 
was winging out across the At- 
lantic on a trans-oceanic flight 
home.
